Wholesale trade for spring ut Montreal 
opens up well, witll collections good ho 
far for tile season. The cotton market 
shows strength ami mills have estub- 
lished advances in linings, ginghams, 
shirtings and flannelettes. Wholesale 
trade increases at Toronto with business 
far ahead of the same period lust year. 
Rotli wholesale and retail trade' at Win- 
nipeg remains quiet with collections 
sh.w. Trade lias been generally quiet 
at Vancouver though there are marked 
indications of improvement in northern 
business, the wholesale demand being 
mostly in hardware and outfitters' sup- 
plies; inclement weather much retards 
retail trade. At Yietoria wholesale 
Hade is fairly good with the Kootenny 
district, but local business is quiet and 
collections only average."

a reduce movement at the South and a 
tendency to pare down the estimates, 
are reilected in the slight gain in raw 
cotton values this week. The advance 
shewn however, hardly reflects the ur- 
gency noted in the demand for the bet- 
ter grades of cotton, which this year are 
sen leer than usual, owing to bad weat It- 
er during the picking season. The iron 
trade situation as remains for some time 
past a feature of absorbing interest- 
Large as the production of pig iron is, 
eager buyers are found apparently for 
ever}' ton offered. -Most furnaces nre 
reported booked far ahead on orders and 
some advances are frankly stated to be 
due to the desire of makers to discourage 
orders incapable of fulfilment within 
any reasonable period. A strong side- 
light on the strength of iron and steel 
tlie world over is offered by the statt- 
men that iron in Glasgow this week 
reached the highest prices noted for ten 
years past. Features of the domestic 
market have been gains in prices of hes- 
semer and Southern pig, steel billtts, 
wire rods and steel rails, ami in addi- 
tion copper, lead and tin are all higher. 
Little change is reported in the market 
for cereals and the market for cash 
wheat still reflects the commanding posi- 
tion held by the United States, as the 
supplier of the world's wheat, notwith- 
standing the predictions of near ap- 
proaching competition, from Argentine 
and from Russia, shipments from which, 
particularly the latter, do not at all ac- 
cord with the liberal estimates of pro- 
duction published some little time ago. 
The lumber trade at most markets is in 
a satisfactory condition. Raw wool is 
dull but Hteudy. At the London sale 
prices have opened higher and the pre- 
diction is made that present American 
stocks of wool will have to be repaid at 
considerably higher ranges of values.

In official 
circles the approaching solution is fore- 
shadowed rather cautiously but whin* 
the amicable explicit term's which have 
been hinted to me are scarcely reaJizcd 
yel they only leave one or two details 
of mutual compensation unsettled." 

Paris, Jan. 21.— The French papers 
tins morning comment, though some- 
what belatedly, upon the Anglo-Egyp- 
tion convention for the administration 
of the .Soudan. The Liberie is very 
ar.gry but the Journal Des Debuts is 
less unfriendly. Since tile Fashoda In- 
cident the French press 1ms undoubted- 
ly displayed great prudence and it will 
probably wait until .Monday when in the 
debate the foreign minister is expected 
to make a pronouncement on the subject. 
Several papers refer to the fact that the 
Sultan's suzerainty ;s ignored by the 
convention, and rumor has it that M.

It is thought most improbable 
that any complications will arise with 
the United States.

Berlin, Jan. 20.-r-Emperor William to- 
day had a long conference with Von Bil- 
low, imperial foreign secretary, and. uf- 
terwnrd with Sir If rank Lust-olios, the 
British ambassador. It is assumed that 
(Ogyptian and Samoan affairs 1 ' were 1 un- 
der consideration. Judging from the 
tone Of the German press France has 
little to hope for, regarding the Soudan 
convention, in this direction, The Bor- 

. I'm papers are satislied that Great Bri- 
tain is adopting the open door policy in 
the Soudan, seeking therein prospective 
advantages for Germnn trade. The 
Kc lnische Zoitung, which is not usually 
friendly t<> England, says the conven- 
tion constitutes tl formal proclamation of 
a British protectorate, and proceeds to 
suggest that British diplomacy has been 
■occupied in driving Prance into a corner 

. with a view of exhausting her power of 
resistance. This paper adds: "Gor- 
iniuiy lias no cause for indignation in- 
asmuch as England's resolute colonial 
enterprise will open fresh and extensive 
markets to German commerce ns well as 
to English; no special privileges being 
conferred upon the subjects of any 
power. 

The foreign office informs the corres- 
pondent of the Associated Press that the 
Official reports received from Samoa by 
the government tally with those received 
by the Associated Press. In any event 
Germany will not support any possible 
irregularity inconsistent with the treaty 
lint the foreign Office officials point out 
il is not clear that the German consul 
at Apia has been guilty of any irregular- 
ity of that nature. On the contrary 
tic foreign office insists that it still re- 
mains to be explained why Mataafa's 
■cleit'on was declared invalid as he was 
admittedly elected by an overwhelming 
majority. The foreign office admits that 
Germany has long been dissatisfied with 
tin condominium which in its nature is 
provisional •'though unfortunately other 
powers, especially the Washington gov- 
• eminent, thought otherwise." 

The foreign office officials say that the 
•captain of the German warship Fulke 
-at Apia "does not attach much impor- 
tance to the recent incidents," and 
'In nee tin 1 government does not: intend 
to send additional warships to Samoa 
unless the other powers do.

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DBKYFUS NO BETTER OFF. 

Declaration That Inquiry Reveals Not 
One Fact to Warrant Revision. 

Paris, Jan. 20. — The chamber of depu- 
ties to-day, after defeating a resolution 
proposed by M. de Jcanto, socialist, to 
demolish the chapel erected in expiation 
of the execution of Louis XVII, plunged 
with another Dreyfus debate. 

M. Breton, socialist, interpellated the 
government ou the subject of the pack- 
age of diplomatic papers among the docu- 
ments in the Dreyfus case and asserted 
that the former minister, Rambauld, de- 
clared the members of the Mcliuc cabinet 
were aware of the forgery of the late 
Lieut. Col. Henry. The statement caus- 
ed great excitement among the deputies. 
The minister of foreign affairs, M. Del- 
easse, said the so-called ultra-secret dos- 
sier w hich has been communicated to the 
court of cassation, contained no letter 
from Dreyfus to a foreign sovereign, 
lie added that there never had been such 
a letter to the knowledge of the agents 
who had been in the service of the min- 
istry during the last, decade. As to the 
questioin that it contained letters from a 
foreign sovereign to Dreyfus the minis- 
ter said he did not believe that any au- 
thenticity could be credited to such 
documents. (Applause). Continuing, he 
said that, he. as well us every one con- 
nected with the foreign office, was en- 
tirely unaware that any such document 
had been manufactured, as alleged. But, 
even it' such were the case, the forger 
would never attempt to offer them at 
the French foreign office, for however 
naive the diplomatists might be suppos- 
ed to be, they would never be simple 
enough to accept or place value nil such 
merchandise. (Applause). 

M. Mcline, the former premier, form- 
ally declared that neither he nor any 
member of his cabinet was aware of the 
forgery of the late Lieut. Co. Henry and 
he congratulated himself that he was not 
responsible for the revisioiu, as, lie add- 
ed, there was not a new fact to warrant 
it. The speaker further remarked that 
if there was an innocent man condemn- 
ed in the case it should be proved to the 
world, but the country saw in the Drey- 
fus affair a systematic and perfidious 
campaign against the army. (Applause 
from the Centrists). "The partisans Of 
the revision," the former premier said 
later, "should cease to join hands with 
the enemy." This remark caused 11 vio- 
lent uproar among the Leftists. M. Mc- 
line added: "The campaign against the 
army is capable of being incontestibly 
proved." Renewed uproar and ap- 
plause followed this assertion. 

Later the order of the day pure and 
simple was accoptetd by the government 
and was adopted by a vote of -ISO to 51. 

M. Breton and M. Millvoye. national 
republican, managing editor of I. a Pat- 
rie, sent, seconds to one another owing to 
insults exchanged during the sitting.

In the event of an accident or danger- 
ous illness then? will be no doctor nearer 
than Victoria, and before the patient can 
be taken to that place the consequences 
might prove fatal. A doctor is needed 
very badly in these islands; but the peo- 
ple cannot altogether support him. If 
the present government wishes to legis- 
late in the interests of the people and 
settlement, the granting of this mere 
sum of $200 will he ngain continued.- as 
ii is (i very small amount when com- 
pared with other expenditures. The peo- 
ple on this island are preparing a mon- 
ster petition to the proper authorities 
praying that the whole matter be re- 
considered, and I have no doubt but that 
this short-seeing policy will be directed 
against officials of another stamp other 
than doctors, who are the life preservers 
of the people in the rural districts-

'MADE WITH THE NORTH. 

The announcement made in yesterday's 
Colonist that the White Pass and Yukon 
Railway Company had entered the trans- 
portation field as a carrier of goods in 
bond gave great: satisfaction to the busi- 
ness men Hi' the city. Stated briefly, 
ami so as to make the position of the 
transportation business to the North per- 
fectly intelligible to every one, it. may 

be said that the new arrangements are 
precisely similar to those in force for 
the conveyance or guilds from Victoria to 
Kootenny by way of Tncoma or Se- 
attle, 'fin- vexutiotis convoy system is 
nt an end, This will materially rednce 
the cost of shipping goods t.i points in 
Canada by way of Lynn Canal ami will 
undoubtedly largely increase business in 
that direction. The While Pass and Yu- 
kon railway is certain to play a very im- 
portant part in the business of Victoria 
during the present, year and for many 
years to come. It will be pushed forward 
as rapidly as possible, but pending its 
construction between the summit and 
Lake Bennett, arrangements will be 
made with the customs officials so that, 
the carriage of goods in bond from the 
end of the track on sleighs to Lake Ben- 
nett will be possible. 
THE NEW WESTMINSTER FAIR. 

"Wo learn that a delegation, represent- 
ing the New Westminster Fair, waited 
upon the government yesterday in regard 
to the deficit incurred on the operations 
of last season. The great tire complete- 
ly upset the calculations of the manag- 
ers. It greatly increased the cost of 
the work that had to lie done and less- 
ened the receipts. The cost was increas- 
ed because every first class mechanic 
was in demand at high wages in the work 
of rebuilding the city, which compelled 
the management to employ unskilled la- 
bor at high prices. The receipts were 
reduced by the bad weather and the lack 
of accommodation, which prevented vis- 
itors from remaining in the city, where- 
as on former occasions most of them 
would attend during the evening as well 
as the day, and ia many cases would re- 
main over ii day. The extra expense en 
tailed by the tire, ami the loss of receipts, 
together witli a reduced subscription list, 
due also to the fire which prevented the 
New Westminster people from contribu- 
ting as usual, more than make up the 
deficit which the management have to 
face. 

We understand the proposition of the 
management to be that, if the legislature 
will appropriate $5,000 and make it avail- 
aide immediately, they will undertake 
to hold a first class exhibition next year, 
that is one superior to their ordinary 
exhibitions, without receiving the cus- 
tomary grant of $1,000. This is sub- 
stantially a request for a payment of 
$4,000 to enable them to liquidate their 
deficit. It is not a large amount, and we 
hope to be able to record that it has 
been placed in the estimates. The total 
deficit or the management is about 
$0,000. 

The great pluck with which the exhi- 
bition managers took hold of their work, 
notwithstanding the calamity that befell 
their city, commanded the admiration ot 
nil. We do not say too much in claiming 
that British Columbia never received a 
better advertisement than it did when 
it was made known that, with the whole 
business part of their city and much of 
the residence portion in ashes, the people 
of New Westminster wore determined to 
fulfil their promise to hold the best ex- 
hibition ever given in this province. It 
showed to the world thnt the people of 
British Columbia have the sort of cour- 
age that, rises In any emergency. We 
heartily endorse tin' application of the 
Fair managers and commend it to the 
favorable consideration of the legislature.

AX OUTSIDE VIEW. 

The Montreal Gazette reviews recent 
political history in this province. It 
says that the events attending the dis- 
missal of the Turner ministry do not 
show public opinion in this province in 
a very favorable light. If declines to 
express any opinion as to the notion of 
the Lieutenant-Governor, but from a re- 
view of all the correspondence between 
him and his Into advisers concludes that 
"the effect of the whole was to create the 
impression 'that in the Pacific province 
public opinion lacked the strength neces- 
sary to keep public men up to their du- 
ties." it. then reviews the action of the 
government in regard to North Yale and 
Last Llljooct, and says: 

The question Of Mr. Prentice's quali- 
fication mid of tlie facts as to Mr. 
Dea lie's majority were to be decided by 
the courts this month. There was the 
risk that such action would take away 
the government's majority. To prevent 
it a bill was introduced stoppings the 
courts from dealing witli the eases till 
the end of the session. Worse than 
Unit even, action by one of the ministers, 
who restrained the official having the re- 
cords in charge from obeying the sum- 
mons of Hie court, actually prevented the 
court from dealing wilh the case while 
the bill was being discussed in the legis- 
lature. The bill was passed by the aid 
of one of the members whose seats it af- 
fected, and tlie besmirched Lieutenant- 



Governor assented to it. Now, the gov- 
ernment, which suspended tlie debate on 
the address to rush the measure through, 
thinks itself secure. The excuse is made 
in the preamble of the bill that unless it 
passed two constituencies might not be 
represented during the session of the leg- 
islature. It is a misleading excuse. One 
case turned on the qualification of the 
member as u candidate. If he was not 
legally a cnndldatft his opponent who 
was qualified, would simply take his 
place. The other ease involved a recount. 
Tlie judge's decision on the ballots would 
seat either the candidate who claimed 
a majority or his opponent. In neither 
case would there be a vacancy ' eCr - 
was the loss of a supporter and not the 
lack of representation of a constituency 
the government feared. • The ease, as 
has been said, is the worst that lias hap- 
pened, at. least since the old days when 
contested election cases used to be set- 
tled by votes of the legislatures, It 
shows a serious lack of moral sensibility 
on the part of the government and those 
who support, it. It seems, however, '<> 
have aroused public opinion in die prov - 
ince in a way that does not: promise well 
for those responsible, when they come up 
for judgment, With this aroused opin- 
ion everyone outside of British Colum- 
bia Who respects decency m public lite 
and political action will sympathize. 

We think the people of Victoria will 
tuhe theocension afforded by the bye-elec- 
tion tu demonstrate that, so far as they 
ire concerned, this indignation 1ms not 
mbsided. They will speak in no uncer- 
tain tones for the maintenance of Hie in- 
tegrity of our institutions. 

THE PLACER MINKS HILL. 

The Attorney-General has shown very 
poor judgment us the legal adviser of 
tlie house, in allowing tlie Placer Mines 
Hill to be brought in as it was original- 
ly framed ami to ho assented to in its 
present condition. A measure of this 
kind is so revolutionary ill its effects 
that it ought not. to become law until 
the most careful consideration has been 
given to all the questions that may 
arise under it. Tlie Attorney-General 
seems to have considered none of these 
at nil. but to have prepared ii measure 
ia a hurry to be used as a vote-catcher 
ia the bye-elections. He has already 
iiiul to consent to its amendment hi 
some particulars, and it is very far from 
sntisfactory yet. 

If we were for the first legislating to 
open the gold mines of British Colum- 
bia to the world, a simple provision de- 
claring that only British subjects would 
lie allowed to tile claims would be sulli- 
cieat; but we are to witness a revolu- 
tion in our system of doing business, and 
yet tlie net does not contain a Word to 
protect, innocent parlies, who may he 
injured by the disregard by some one 
of tlie provisions of tin- law. Free 
miliers' certificates are hereafter to be 
of no value to an alien when it conies 
to tin- location of placers. Now when a 
man takes out a free miner's certificate, 
he does so for the purposes of obtaining 
a standing for the next twelve months 
under them mining laws of this prov- 
ince, lie lines not have to declare that 
he is a British subject. He makes no 
declaration of any kind, but buys Ins 
license as hi' would buy a pound of tea. 
Under t Ids license be may locate all the 
quartz claims in the country, no matter 
whether lie is an alien or not. He may 
nut locate placers. Hut suppose he does 
locate a placer mine, no provision has 
1 n made whereby he shall he prevent- 
ed from recording it. If he does record 
it under the false representation Unit he 
is a British subject, anil shall after- 
wards sell it to a British subject, who 
purchases it in good faith, what will be 
the position of tlie latter? Let; us sup- 
pose a case. 

A. is an alien who has taken out a 
free miner's certificate. He discovers a 
placer mine, and representing himself to 
lie a British subject, records it and sell 
it. to B. who is a British 
subject. O, happens lo know 
that A. is in point of fact an 
alien. lie wails until 15. has got the 
property nicely developed, when he re- 
stakes it. In what position will B. find 
himself? 

It will not. he diOicull to prepare a sec- 
tion to rover such a. ease, that, is to pro- 
vide that, a claim held by a British sub- 
ject should be valid no matter by whom 
it might have been originally slaked, but 
if this is done the act will become large- 
ly inoperative. Again, the act provides 
that no tilings by aliens shall be good af- 
ter its passage yet certificates are being 
issued to aliens every day under a law 
which permits them to file placer claims. 
We say it: is unjust to aliens to take 
their money for certificate!, .mil after- 
wards deuttoy the value of those cord- 
licutes. In all f.iLiiObs the law s'tonld 
not apply to persons v, In. have taken unt 
certificates before iis passage. Wo an, 
far from thinking thai lie' provision in 
regard to hydraulic conip.-tnie.i is drawn 
with sufficient car". Thai it was hastily 
drawn must be admitted, Thill it is 
open to misconstruction and to nliusc by 
tlie government is also plain. The whole 
act should have received the closest con- 
sideration before it. is placed upon the 
statute book, and we repeat our sugges- 
tion that it should have contained a see- 
lion atilliorlzliig the Lietitenunt-Gover- 
nor-ii -Council m suspend its operations 
so far as relates to United States citi- 
zens when it shall be made to appear that 
equal rights have been extended lo Can- 
adians in the mines of the United States. 



Tlie Province admits that it docs not 
understand the constitutional questions 
involved in the dismissal of the Turner 
ministry. This does not surprise any 
one. If there was reason to suspect that 
the Province hail the faintest glimmer- 
ing of what a constitutional question is, 
there would he the profoundest amaze- 
ment in tlie newspaper world. 



The Columbian says that tlie Colonist 
mis-quoted it, and that it is still opposed 
to the principle of the Placer Mines act. 
AVe make the correction, hut cannot see 
that it makes any difference what views 
a newspaper holds us to the principle of 
a bill, so long as it does not oppose the 
bill itself. 



The Colonist is accused by the Times 
of mis-stating the policy of the govern- 
ment in regard to public lands and tim- 
ber. Perhaps it did. It based its state- 
ment upon letters signed by Charles A. 
Scmlin. Not having been signed by 
Joseph Martin, we suppose they can 
hardly lie regarded as committing the 

government to anything.

We do not like to take first reports 
from tlie Yukon as settling any question, 
even allowing for the utmost good faith 
on the part of tlie person bringing them, 
but the story in regard to the Indians 
near Fort Selkirk and their supply of 
wood appears to be entitled to considera- 
tion and ought to lie investigated.

OMENTAL LABOR. 
The interrogations of II. I). Helineken 
In tlie provincial legislature have elicited 
from the Scmlin administration the ad- 
mission that the federal authorities are 
bringing pressure to bear upon the gov- 
ernment of the province with a view to 
securing the repeal of all legislation, 
whether contained in public or private 
acts which places any restriction upon 
the employment of Chinese or Japanese 
in this province. So fur the Dominion 
authorities have merely requested that 
the provincial legislature remove the ob- 
noxious enact incuts. Whether in the 
event of the provincial legislature refus- 
ing to comply with the request the Do- 
minion would undertake to disallow such 
legislation, is a matter of speculation 
among tin- politicians. In any event the 
people of the province are brought face 
to face with a very grave issue. Put in 
a few words the legislature of the prov- 
ince is now asked to sacrifice the white 
laborers of the province to the killing 
competition of Asiatics. If this is done 
the great body of wage earners will grad- 
ually give place to Chinese and Japanese, 
t he workinginen of this province will 
therefore watch witli interest the develop- 
ment of this portion of the Semlin gov- 
ernment's policy. If it develops that 
the members of the present government 
have not sutllcient backbone to stand up 
for British Columbia's rights against all 
coiners, whether inside or outside of the 
Dominion, it will be the duty of the 
white wage earners of the province to 
return as their representatives at Vic- 
toria, men who have.— Nelson Tribune. 

A SELF-MADE LEGISLATURE. 
The first bill brought in by tlie .Mar- 
tlu-Semlin government is one of the most 
arbitrary ever attempted by any legis 
lative body. The substance of it is that 
Mr. Deane anil Mr. Prentice, the legality 
of whose elections are in question before 
the courts, are to be taken out of the 
hands of the courts long enough to en 
able them to sit as if there was no 
doubt as to their position. It is the 
most cold-blooded act of bull-dozing that 
has ever been attempted under the Brit- 
ish flag. It is, moreover, a deliberate 
insult to tlie bench, and it is an act 
of cowardice. If the government ex- 
pected that these two gentlemen were 
safe in their seats, that they had not 
broken the law, there would be no oc- 
casion to pass the bill. It in, therefore, 
a tacit acknowledgment thnt they have 
no right to sit. and 1111 attempt to stille 
the laws they should have sworn to up- 
hold. That the people of British Co- 
lumbia will uphold such methods we re- 
fuse to believe. Mr. Joe Martin, back 
cd by the Lieut. -Governor, may be able 
to carry the game for a time, but it will 
be to his own undoing. The eases of 
Mr. Deane and Mr. Prentice have been 
adjourned from time to time on houic 
trilling pretext, as it appears now, in 
order to defeat the ruling of justice. 
The scheme is simply the tryanny in the 
name parliamentary government, a 
shameful prostitution of the trust repos- 
ed in the majority. If Mr. Joe Martin 
believes (hat the country is witli him it 
could easily be arranged for a contest lo 
be held and the question of the seats 
settled, but he knows what the verdict 
of the people, would be. He has used 

them as tin. ladder on which to climb 
into the provincial treasury and does not 
dare trust theui any longer.— Kamloops 
Standard, 

GIVE-AWAY MINISTERS. 
Without much apparent warrant it is 
being assumed in some quarters thai 
Lord Hcrschell is the "giving away" 
member of tlie international commission, 
now meeting at Washington. It is not 
Lord Herschell that the Canadians 
should be afraid of. lie will doubtless 
be largely guided by what his Canadian 
colleagues sny, and they include men who 
have publicly declared their belief that 
Canada cannot exist without the United 
States' commercial friendship, which 
must be bought at any price, and one 
man who .showed the United Slates gov- 
ernment how to legislate to injure Can- 
adian lumber interests nnd curtail the 
Canadian parliament's freedom of ac- 
tion. It is not. Lord Herschell's presence 
on tlie commission that is to be feared; 
but the lack of business knowledge and 
backbone, and the over-friendliness to 
another country of men like Sir Wilfrid 
Lnnricr, Sir Louis Dlt vies, and Mr. John 
Charlton.— Montreal Gazette. 

MR. HENDERSON. 
Mr. Henderson, of New Westminster, 
who was elected against ,T. 0. Iirown, 
has gone over to the government. This 
wus not entirely unexpected, but his 
friends have reason to regret thnt he 
chose to cast bis first vote for such an 
infamous measure as Mr. Martin's 
whitewashing bill. It is not unlikely that 
by this step Mr. Henderson has ruined 
his chance of ever again being returned 
by the justice-loving electors of the im- 
portant constituency which he now mis- 
represents.— Vernon News.

Though there was a proclamation post- 
ed up yesterday morning oil the court 
house door announcing the dates that 
the bye-elections would be held in Vic- 
toria City electoral district the fact did 
not seem to be generally known even 
Ultc in the afternoon. The nomination 
day has been lixed for January 30, an 
ominous day for the government who 
are trying to override the constitution, 
for that is the anniversary of the decap- 
itation of Charles I. Election day is 
lixed for February 2 and as has already 
been stated the writs must be returned 
before February 15. The members elect- 
ed on February 2, will have' about two 
weeks to sit this session, for the govern- 
ment hope to get the business through 
in six weeks from the time the session 
opened.. 

There was a rumor yesterday that Mr. 
Price Ellison, the opposition member for 
East Vale, had got into the same trouble 
as has caused the resignation of the 
other members and was going to resign. 
Mr. Ellison, on being seen during the af- 
ternoon in regard to this story, gave it 
an unqualified denial. There was noth- 
ing at all in it he said, for be had not 
sold anything to the government and 
had done nothing that could disqualify 
him in any way from sitting. 



FULL COURT. 



A Number of Judgments Given On Ap- 
peals Recently Heard. 

The Full court met for a short, time 
yesterday for the purpose of delivering 
a number of judgments on appeals heard 
at tlie January sitting. 

Plaintiff's appeal in E. & N. Co. v. 
Xew Vancouver Coal Co. was allowed 
with costs. The appeal was from an or- 
der of Mr. Justice Irving refusing plain- 
tiffs' application to have some of the 
particulars of the defence struck out. 

The appeal In Gaston v. Stewart was 
dismissed with costs, Mr. Justice Drake 
dissenting. 

Tin; appeals in Daniel v. Gold Hill 
Mining Co., and re B. C. Iron Works 
were dismissed with costs. 

The appeal of defendants in Hornby 
v. New Westminster Southern Ry. was 
allowed witli costs. This appeal was 
front a verdict awarding plaintiff $1,540 
for damage by reason of his land get- 
ting overflowed from an obstructed ditch 
on defendants' right of way. 



CONVICTION QUASHED. 

The Magistrate Had No Jurisdiction to 
Convict Mr. Saner Summarily. 

The conviction of G. C. Saner by Ma- 
gistrate Macrae last September for sel- 
ling some bottles of beer with the trade 
mark of the Victoria. Phoenix Brewing 
Co. blown in the glass, was quashed 
yesterday by Mr. Justice Walkeni. Mr. 
S. Perry Mills appeared for the motion 
to quash and it was unopposed. The 
matter is interesting as regards the 
wording of the sections in the code deal- 
ing witli the offence on which Mr. Sauer 
was convicted. 

Section 4-1!) of the code reads: Every: 
one is guilty of an indictable offence 
who sells or expose or offers for sale or 
traffics in bottles marked witli a trade 
murk blown or stamped or otherwise per- 
manently affixed thereon without the as- 
sent of the proprietor of such trade 
murk." Punishment for this is under 
section 450 which sets out: Everyone 
guilty of any offence defined in this part 
is liable 

"(ill on conviction or indictment to 
two years' imprisonment witli or with- 
out liurd labor or to a tine or to both 
imprisonment and fine. 

"(b) On summary conviction to four 
months' imprisonment witli or without 
hard labor or to a line not exceeding 
$100, and in case of n second or subse- 
quent conviction to six months' impris- 
onment with or without hard labor or 
to a, line not exceeding !f2. r )0." 

The punishment in section -lot) refers 
to, more than section 449 where it. is 
set out that the offence is an indictable 
one and therefore should be punished 
under (a) of section 450; but Mr. Saner 
was punished instead on summary con- 
viction. Mr. Mills pointed out the sec- 
tions and argued that the offence was 
a statutory one and the magistrate bad 
no jurisdiction to convict summarily, the 
offence being only an indictable one as 
held in It. v. Eaton, 2!) Ontario Reports. 
There was no'' opposition and costs were 
not asked for. The conviction being 
quashed the line of $47 paid by .Mr. 
Sauer will be returned to him. 

COURT OF° REVISION. 

Trust Companies Must Pny Taxes on 
the Property Held in Trust by 
Them. 

At the court of revision the sitting 
of which has just closed a somewhat 
peculiar case came up. The Toronto 
General Trust Co. was assessed for a 
charge or security registered in their 
favor in the land registry office for $42,- 
000 on- certain real property at Victoria, 
Nnnhimo and other places. The com- 
pany appealed from this, contending 
that they do not own any assessable pro- 
perty within the meaning of the act: that 
the 'company did not reside in British 
Columbia nor bad they any money in- 
vested in British Columbia. It seems 
that the Hamilton Powder Co. under 
their powers have issued debentures and 
the Trust Co. is holding the land in ques- 
tion in trust, for the payment of these 
debentures. Mr. Lindley Crease ap- 
peared for the Trust Co. and argued 
along the line that the company were 
only bidding the lands in trust, but were 
not' mortgagees or in any way owner of 
the lands and thus the debenture hold- 
ers were not resident here. On the other 
hand Deputy Attorney-General McLean 
argued for the province that the Trust 
Co. stood in the position of the deben 
tare holders and that the security was 
of the nature of a mortgage. 

Mr. S. Perry Mills, judge of the court 
held that the .Trust Co. hold the property

THE ALKI IN COLLISION. 

Knocks a Good Sized Hole in the 
Homer in Seattle Harbor. 



The steamship Alki, bound in from 
SUagway, collided with the steamer 
Homer yesterday morning at 12.30 
o'clock in Seattle harbor, says the Post- 
Intelligencer. The Alki was coming in- 
to port making for Ocean dock, and the 
Homer was just backing out into the 
stream from Schwabacher's wharf, 
bound for Skagway. The Alki struck 
the Homer head-on nearly amidships on 
the port side. The side of the lower 
cabin of the Homer was crushed in, 
but whether or not the hull was great- 
ly injured could not be learned last 
night. The Homer was Immediately 
run back to the wharf, where it was 
found that she was leaking. Capt. Jen- 
sen put the pumps to work at once, and 
they easily kept out the water. It is 
impossible to determine which captain, 
if either, is responsible for the accident. 
"I was coming in at usual speed, wjhen 
suddenly a whistle blew for me to keep 
to starboard," said Capt. Bush, of the 
Alki. "1 turned the wheel to swing her 
out and in a very few seconds the dan- 
ger signal, several sharp whistles, was 
heard. At once 1 rang the bell to back, 
which we were going at full power when 
we struck the Homer amidships. There 
was no light on the Homer's foremast 
when she was in front of us, though I 
understand Capt. Jensen said we knock- 
ed it down. 

Capt. G. M. Jensen, of the Homer, 
was disinclined to talk. "We were 
backing out of the harbor out ou our 
way north with all lights burning," said 
he "I had gone out on the wharf to 
look at them just before casting loose. 
I do not want to say anything until I 
shall have considered the matter." 

The Homer was just going to Skag- 
way and Lynn canal i>orts witli twenty- 
seven passengers and a cargo of freight. 
There was a big bole stove in her sec- 
ond-class forward cabin by the Alki's 
bow. One man was thrown violently 
against the side of a room and seriously 
bruised, while another who was just 
at the point of contact, was thrown 
ugainst the bunks, but uninjured. The 
onlv damage to the Alki was the tear- 
ing of the railing from her bow.

The Peoplu of Victoria Prepare to 
Re-Elect Messrs. Turner, Hall 
and McPhiliipd. 



The "Ex-Premier Speaks Strongly 
Though Briefly on the Issues 
of the Day and Hour. 



Mr. McPhillips Vigorously Outlines 
His Position-The Fight Now 
On in Earnest. 



That the representative, thinking peo- 
ple of Victoria are determined to take 
advantage of the present opportunity, 
and place on record their disapproval of 
the glaring political tricks oi the pre- 
sent government by the return of 
Messrs. Turner, Hall and McPhilllps to 
the legislature on the 12nd .February, 
was abundantly evidenced by the im- 
mense and enthusiastic rally at the or- 
ganization meeting of the supporters of 
these gentlemen, held last night in the 
Foresters' Hall. It was a meeting at- 
tended by the men who have been main- 
ly responsible during the past quarter of 
a century for the upbuilding of the city 
and province, and was confined to the 
men of neither side in federal politics, 
all finding common ground in the text 
of the present contest— shall the rights 
of the people he usurped or denied by 
(he introduction of political sharp prac- 
tice and the subversion of the courts, to 
promote the ends of a desperate govern- 
ment? The enthusiasm throughout the 
(•veiling eclipsed anything hitherto wit- 
nessed in similar gatherings in the city, 
and with the solid sense of the city on 
their side, hacked by the- young men be- 
lievers in the protection of the people's 
rights, majorities may be looked for for 
the three candidates of 'honest, repre- 
sentative government and a policy of 
progress anil development that will 
cause the handsome totals by which the 
people placed them in the House at the 
general election, to be far surpassed. As 
Mr. McPhilllps rightly- interpreted it, the 
present is a most favorable opportunity 
for the three to come back to their con- 
stituents,, to take their voice on the burn- 
ing issues of the day, and ask them to 
declare by their votes that they approve 
the course they have pursued and will 
follow in battling manfully for the pre- 
servation of the purity and independence 
of the courts, the protection or the right 
of the ballot, and the conduct of the 
country's affairs upon business and not 
pettifogging lines. 

Senator Macdonald, on being voted to 
the chair, duly acknowledged the honor 
that had thus been paid him, but regret- 
ted the necessity for u chairman or a 
meeting. 'Hie government of the day 
bad taken advantage of a petty techni- 
cality, in the hope of increasing their 
numerical strength in the house, or an 
election would never have been neces- 
sitated; for, all that was necessary, ad- 
mitting the' small matter that bad been 
seized upon as a pretext, to be sufficient 
to constitute disqualification— was to 
have passed a short, act of indemnity 
milking clear the wishes of the people 
and the right of the three gentlemen 
who now returned to their constituents 
to sit and represent them in the legisla- 
ture. This would have been a right 
and a proper thing. It would have ac- 
complished the intention of the act, met 
the wishes of the people and obviated 
Iho cost and inconvenience of a most 
unnecessary election. These were not 
the objects sought by the Government, 
however: their motive was to swell their 
dangerously small majority. And ns 
the government had rejected the fair 
and proper course, all there was left for 
the people of Victoria to do was to take 
up the gauge of battle, and fight— ex- 
press their contempt for such tactics by 
returning the three gentlemen who now 
came back to the electorate, with in- 
creased and emphatic majorities. At a 
recent political convention in Vancouver 
it had been, decided to conduct provincial 
politics at the next general election on 
the lines of federal party politics and 
issues. He did not know whether or 
not it was aimed to follow this course 
in the present contest. He hoped not, 
for the only lutes, upon which the short 
Campaign now to be initiated rested were 
the lines of what was right ami just. 
And to proclaim themselves in favor of 
the fair and just and proper course, the 
people of Victoria hud only to repeat 
their' declaration of last July and return 
the three gentlemen who now came buck 
to them for a renewed expression of 
their confidence, 

Mr. Turner, on whose appearance the 
hall echoed a perfect tempest of ap- 
plause, took immediate occasion to thor- 
oughly ami simply explain the position 
in which he found himself, and which 
necessitated bus resignation of bis seat. 
As was well known to the majority of 
British Columbians, and certainly to all 
old-timers, the act under which he had 
been forced to resign bad appeared up- 
on the statute book for twenty-eight 
years. During all that time various gov- 
ernments had come and gone, no effort 
having been made to invoke the use of 
its technical interpretation. And yet the 
effort was now being made to throw die 
responsibility for the present farcical sit- 
uation upon the government of which he 
had been the leader,' and which bad just 
been succeeded by the present adminis- 
tration. In this connection he had spok- 
en lo both Hon. Mr. Heaven and Mr. 
Justice Walkem, both of whom bud led 
former governments since the passage of 
the net in question; and he had the as- 
surance of each of these gentlemen that 
during their several regimes they had 
never looked upon the act as capable of 
fairly bearing the interpretation that was 
now being put upon it. As a matter of 
fact there had now been introduced into 
British Columbia the sharp practice of 
politico with which British Columbians 
bad hitherto been fortunately unfnnn 
liar. Whether or not these practice! 
were for the benefit or the detriment, of 
the province it was for the people of 
British Columbia to say. For his part 
he preferred the straightforward, busi- 
nesslike counte of the pust — (Applause) 
— ami the time bad now come to combat 
the questionable tactics referred to. 

Briefly outlining the paltry technical 
misdemeanor that had been responsible 
for his own resignation, Mr. Turner ex- 
plained that his representative in Nelson 
had unthinkingly sold n certain quantity 
of blankets to the gaol in that place, he 
being in England at the time and of 
course knowing nothing of the transac- 
tion, as would also have been the case 
had he been in the country. He had 
never looked upon the act us applying to 
such business transactions.— no other 
government of the province had ever so 
looked upon it, The spirit of the »<•< 
had been well understood in the past 
and had been lived up to, that a man 
should not give himself a contract 



looked upon it us u most peculiar position 
of affairs when a man who, -without his 
own knowledge of the thing; being done, 
sold a few cents' worth of goods to the 
province, was thereby disqualified as n 
member, and at the same time a gentle- 
man iu a high position in the govern- 
ment of the country, gave practically to 
himself a large contract, escaping be- 
cause he hail taken the precaution to 
form himself, with a few of his em- 
ployees, into a limited joint stock com- 
pany. In the case he referred to, a mem- 
ber of the cabinet ot the new government 
was practically the company which had 
jusc received a valuable contract from 
the government, and yet he was held to 
be secure in his position, while the man 
who unwittingly sold a few cents' worth 
of goods was disqualified. Was this the 
preservation of the spirit of the net? 
("No, no".). 

lie had served Victoria for ten or 
twelve years and, bad done his best to 
advance' the interests of the city and 
of the province at large; his judgment 
might have been at fault at times, hut 
his intention, to promote the prosperity 
of the country at large, consistently pur- 
sued always. I Applause.) Now the 
attempt was being made to make the 
people of British Columbia believe that 
the party he had led in the pursuit of 
this progressive policy was iu a hopeless 
minority— so small a factor that it would 
be helpless in a light with the new gov- 
ernment. Hut was this the case? De- 
cidedly not. When the recent general 
elections wore over the parties in the 
house stood III to ID. One member hud 
turned traitor. Since those whom be 
was pledged to support had gone out of 
OttlCO. This was a hard word to use, 
perhaps, but the facts could justify no 
other. Tile gentleman referred to had 
on the 24th of May last given him (Mr. 
Turner) a distinct assurance that while 
he ran as an independent iu the city of 
New Westminster, he was a hearty sup- 
porter of the Turner party and policy, 
ami would lie found such if elected to 
a seat in the house. At the same time 
he had asked for support from the party 
campaign fund to assist him iu bis con- 
test. He had taxed the gentleman re- 
ferred to with these facts since he hail 
entered the house us a supporter of the 
present government, anil that gentleman 
had not attempted to dispute the truth. 
The treachery of this gentleman and the 
acquisition of Sir. Higgins through the 
decision of the court, made the standing 
of the parties 111 to .17. Then came the 
death of Mr. Neilson, elected as a sup- 
porter of the Turner government's pol- 
icy of expansion and development, while 
Mr. Hall found himself unable to take 
his seat, though none the less a member 
of the house and of the party. Thus it 
was that the government claimed a ma- 
jority of six, but on the Infections Peti- 
tions bill, they had a majority of but 
three, though all the forces ot" the gov- 
ernment had been carefully marshalled. 
(Applause^) There was every evidence 
tint the government realized the ex- 
treme precariousness of their position, 
for they had called parliament together 
prematurely, and in the face of the as- 
surance to the contrary of the Finance 
Minister, when he (Mr. Turner) left for 
England. As soon, however, as the 
date of tin? opening of parliament had 
been communicated to him by his friends 
he hud declared to those with him that 
his own business would have to stand 
aside, the interests of the people being 
at stake, and he had started for home 
at once. (Applause.) And had it not 
been for the storms that delayed the 
steamer, be would have been able to get 
through in time. Nor hud he anticipated 
that all practice of the country would be 
set at naught and the speech from the 
throne be proceeded with before the 
Monday following the opening of the 
bouse. When in opposition the gentle- 
men now forming the government had 
ever been consistent and insistent on the 
fairness of allowing all members at 
least a day in which to consider the 
speech before dealing with it. in the 
bouse, alleging, and with justice, that 
while the government supporters knew 
in advance its contents, the opposition 
could not, and were entitled to be treat- 
ed with a measure of consideration. 

But practice and fairness were not to 
be weighed against their own ends by 
the members of this new government, 
and so the speech from the throne was 
rushed as it laid never been before. Nor 
was even the death of the lamented Mr. 
Neilson sufficient to delay their unseem- 
ly and unprecedented haste, for while in 
the past both government and opposition 
joined bunds on such sad occasions in 
testifying to their regret; and respect, us 
in the case of Mr. Kitchen, this year the 
government Bntly refused even this tri- 
bute of respect to the member who had 
passed away.

And why? Because they hud a dis- 
honest bill up their sleeve, which for 
self-preservation they aimed to rush 
through the house to defeat the pur- 
poses and justice of the courts. Because 
they were sufficiently desperate to resort 
to an expedient in a piece of legislation 
such as had never before been considered 
in any British house of legislation. 15e- 
cuuse they realized thai they held their 
position by the slenderest thread, and 
had not n sufficient majority to express 
a verdict of confidence should the con- 1 
stitutionality of their existence In; chal- 
lenged. It was for such reasons that 
the opening of the session was rushed, 
in order that this iniquitous piece of 
legislation, without parallel anywhere un- 
der the British (lag, might be put 
through the house with the vote of one 
of the gentlemen who by it would be 
given a seat in the house, despite the 
law or the wishes of the people. Thus 
was this one gentleman who sat and 
calmly voted to be blown into it seat in 
the house, made a member while he well 
realized at the time that the law bad it 
been allowed to operate would give the 
seat in Yule to Mr. Martin, with his 
seventeen votes to the good, in the same 
manner that it hud given a place to Mr. 
Higgins, on a majority of one. 

The government was exceedingly act- 
ive, too, in the circulation of the untruth 
that they had a majority of six in the 
house, and it should be a special effort, in 
the present campaign to refute this mis- 
conception of the facts. The govern- 
ment was in the tightest kind of a tight 
pinch, and that they knew it was amp- 
ly evidenced by the tactics of despera- 
tion thut they had resorted to. 

And as to the record of the new gov- 
ernment. What had been their main 
cry prior to the general elections? Not 
the mortgage tax or the abolition of the 
miners' license for wage workers in the 
metalliferous mines, although each of 
these was a subject of some importance. 
The main tight had been on the alleged 
corruption of the Turner government, a 
corruption, that the then ouposition prom- 
ised to expose and remedy as soon us 
the reins of power were given to them. 
They hud got the reins of power, and 
what was to be seen? The mortgage 
tux and this miners' license question 
were brought forward as the main issues 
now. These were important matters no 
doubt, hut they were not, to be taken us 
constituting a policy to be compared 
with that of devising legislation to pro- 
mote the expansion and development of 
a great country. And the alleged cor- 
ruption and mismahu,gement of. the late 
government? What had become of it? 
file speech from the throne would show 



government of to-day admitted ttVm 
selves to have been wholly at fault. The 
country; was 'everywhere prosperous and 
making progress, induced by *he pro- 
grcsisve, fur-sighted policy of the late 
government, whose results could not but 
be conceded and admired even by its 
opponents. What was there to be found 
iu the enunciated policy of the present 
government to be compared with the 
broad plan of the late government for 
the development of the province by 
means of productive public works and 
the maintenance of the country's credit 
so that these works might be carried on? 
Absolutely nothing. 

Nor was there as bad been stated by 
the now government, an immense deficit 
as u result of the policy of the late 
government. The revenue hud increased 
from .?;5U0,u00 or $400,000 to upwards 
of a million dollars in less than ten 
years, and this was to be laid to the 
liberal investments for public works 
which made the opening up of the indus- 
tries of the country possible — the money 
obtained by loans for the prosecution of 
these development works was not money 
over-expended, but money invested i|t 
machinery for the expansion of the busi- 
ness and' the profit making capacity ot 
the country. (Applause). Taking the 
estimates of lust year and it would b( 
found that over .$700,000 had been pro- 
vided for works of absolute development 
character, exclusive of railways, and 
when money could be got at three pet- 
cent, be maintained as a business man, 
thut: it should bo so borrowed and invest- 
ed in the province, to return abundant! 
better dividends than the rate at which 
it was obtained. (Applause). 

lie denied that the party of which 
bad been the head bad ever exhibited 
the sectional feeling, while Victoria last 
of all could be charged on this count, 
her record being one of unexampled lib- 
erality for the promotion of the develop- 
ment, expansion uiiil up-building of encb 
ami all parts of the province. Local in- 
terests were nut forgotten, but neither 
was the fact: overlooked that the good 
of (he city was to be wrought out not 
by the bet tOrmen t of any little section or 
corner, but of the whole province. He 
regretted the circumstances that had ne- 
cessitated bis return to his constituents 
on the present occasion, but it was not 
with any fear of what the verdlcl of 
those constituents would bo on the sec- 
ond of the coming month. 

Sir. Turner then resumed bis seat, 
amid applause which demonstrated not 
only the popularity, but the affection, 
with which he is regarded by those of 
his own city, for whose interests he has 
labored unreinittently through more than 
n quarter of a century.

Mr. Iticlinrd Hall, who also was ac- 
corded a rousing welcome, remarked up- 
on the singularity of the fact that it was 
the opposition members who had been 
selected for the exemplification of the 
technicality which resulted in the pre- 
sent election. It all went to show that 
the members of the opposition were the 
men of business, and the others hud 
nothing to offer that anyone would want 
to buy. l Laughter and applause.) 
Prior to the Inst general elections he hud 
been asked to become a candidate by 
both parties, and had taken his stand 
with Mr. Turner ami his party because 
he felt it his duty to ally himself with 
the men who had been identified with 
the interests and business of the coun- 
try, and who had been responsible for 
its growth to its present, magnificent pro- 
portions. These were the men who 
were bound to rise or full us the coun- 
try sank or expanded; their interests 
wire the interests of the country, and 
they would work for the province's good 
as for their own: (Applause.) The 
new government were not aiming to re- 
tain power by the exhibition of any ex- 
plicit policy of provincial development 
or benefit, but merely by the tricks of 
the desperate political gamester, and he 
depended on Victoria to show that she 
had not fallen under the hypnotic spell 
of the Attorney-General— a spell that 
would come to an end and that before 
very long, in a grand burst-up of the 
government of to-day. The first gen- 
eral election would result in a revolution, 
and the return of the Turner party and 
policy of progress. (Appiause.) He 
with the other good citizens of Vjetoria 
was now nut for bloo'd and the success 
iif Hie party, and he would ask the vot- 
ers of Victoria to east their ballots for 
all three of the candidates before them, 
in- leave all at home — it was one or all. 
He saw victory already in the cjass of 
people to lie found holding up the hands 
of himself and his colleagues in the 
light. (Applause.) 

Then came Mr. McPhilllps, who also 
saw in the temper of the present meet- 
ing and in the class of support, thut was 
being offered to himself and his friends 
augury of victory, and with a largely 
inerenscd majority. As to bis own posi- 
tion, even the Attorney 1 Genoral bad 
been quoted as saying he hud unseated 
himsolf. Then why should the govern- 
ment have taken the course of introduc 
ing opposition to his return to the scut 
which they admitted to be-bis -by right ? 
There whs another phase to the ques- 
tion, which to bis mind put it on much 
higher ground than the personal consid- 
eration involved. He maintained, and 
with the support of innumerable piece 
dents, that bo bad a right, to place him 
self before the people who bad electee 
him. and ask fur their endorsatiun 01 
his course.

He took bis own 
case then, and commenting upon the 
certainties of the law, contended that it 
was unfair to ask him or any mini sim 
ilarly placed, to risk the penalty of $500 
a day. He felt thut his course bud been 
in the interest of his constituency and 
the province during the short time that 
he had sat in the house, and having car- 
ried out the wishes of the electorate, be 
was not afraid to return to the people 
who had elected linn, and with his col- 
leagues seek a renewed expression of 
their confidence.

It was on 'M* he main- 
tained thut he hud a right tu take the 



voice of the eletprate, as. well as oilltlie 
general conduct of the government, 
which instead of exposing the past gov- 
ernment as corrupt and incapable iu ac- 
cordance with their promise before the 
elections, endorsed the policy of the lute 
government in their speech from the 
throne, and came to the legislature with 
a packed house to puss a bill usurping 
the rights of the people. The admin- 
istration of the day had not promulgated 
a single item of policy that commended 
itself to a thinking and conscientious 
mull. Instead, they had had the hardi- 
hood tu proclaim, thut: they would not 
permit the Statute law to lie curried out, 
as their course would show with re- 
gatd to the sale of land, and the mineral 
net interpretation, and to strike at the 
sncrcdness of the tribunal of the courts 
— removing the staple prop ami safe- 
guard of the- people, to make it subject, 
to the furtherance of political purposes. 
He was confident that his views were 
the views of the majority of fair-minded 
Victorians; and be was not afraid to re- 
turn to them with his colleagues, and 
ask for an expression of their opinion. 

To Mr. Turner, on concluding his re- 
marks, Mr. McPhillips said that he hud 
taken the advice of an eminent Eastern 
lawyer us tu his position in the house 
and had been advised that it was not 
secure, although the point involved was 
open to argument. It was this thut had 
primarily induced his resignation. 

Mr. Helmcken, at present the sole rep- 
resentative of Victoria -in the legislature, 
declared that although but one among 
many, he felt himself quite equal to the 
whole of the government forces. Hi 
addressed himself principally to tin 
young men and urged them, us loyal 
supporters of the people's rights, to work 
and vote for the return of Turner, Hall 
and McPhillips. He bail been bred in 
an atmosphere < »f loyalty to the crown 
uiiil he noted with regret thut this new 
government, which took upon itself full 
responsibility for His Honor's speech, 
bad chosen to depart from all precedent 
ami exclude therefrom all sentiment of 
loyalty lo the crown. As to the Pren- 
tice bill, it demonstrated conclusively 
that, the government eared nothing for 
either the people or the law. This hill 
would take the government to the end 
of the session, and then it was lo be 
hoped, in the interest of the country and 
of constitutional government, that the 
opposition bunds would have been so 
strengthened that a government might 
be established that would assure the res- 
pect of the law and interests of the land. 
He urged the young men to' drop all 
other interests for the time, and work- 
work hard— for an enlarged majority for 
the three candidates in the city. Vic- 
toria owed it to her good nume not to 
reverse iu any particular the verdict of 
last. July. 

Mr. Ebcerts believed that the people of 
Victoria had known their minds lust 
July and would not have forgotten them 
in the intervening months. If they need- 
ed a reminded, however, they found it 
iu the nefarious record the new gov- 
ernment had supplied, unprecedented iu 
British constitutional history, and un- 
worthy any land of free government. 
Coing into the prentice case in detail he 
proceeded to show its utter setting aside 
of law and practice, the rights of the 
people, and the duties of the legislature. 
The only question was, wits Mr. Prentice 
a qualified voter, or was he not? Since 
Mr. Prentice hud evaded the hearing of 
the petition against him he bad made 
application to be plased on the voters' 
list. The oppositioin by strenuous ef- 
forts bad prevented the passage of this 
nefarious bill for 30 hours. Had they 
—deprived of their leader, and hamper- 
ed by a partizan chairman— been able to 
prevent the bill passing for another 110 
hours,- then the Courts of the country 
would have decided the matter. 

Mr. McBride, the member for Dewd- 
ney, was of opinion thut this was no 
occasion for talk but work; opportunity 
for talk would soon present itself. The 
people of the Mainland, he assured the 
meeting, felt their interests jeopardized 
by such legislation as had just been il- 
lustrated being allowed to pass. He urg- 
ed the meeting to organize and not waste 
any time. 

Mr. W. A. Robertson, after a brief 
address, moved: "That this meeting do 
endorse the conduct of Messrs. Turner, 
Hull and McPhillips and pledge its sup- 
port to return them to the position they 
had formerly occupied." 

Mr. J. S. Harvey seconded the motioill, 
which was unanimously curried. 

Mr. Price Ellison, member for Kits! 
Yale, would not have troubled the meet- 
ing, he said, had he not seen a statement 
in the evening paper that he was dis- 
qualified, lie hoped that this was not 
so, and had telegraphed to his attor- 
ney in Vernon' asking him to see that 
nothing was done by his agents that 
could produce disqualification. The gov- 
ernment had made great stock of the 
fact that he had stated be, was inde- 
pendent; he hoi>ed he would always be in- 
dependent when it came to supporting a 
measure that, he considered for the good 
of the country. He had been identified 
with what was now culled the Turner 
party for '-2 years, although not ac- 
quainted with any of the ministers. He 
could answer the present government 
that he was neither to be bought nor 
sold. Anything he could do iu this cam- 
paign iu support of Mr. Turner and his 
colleagues, he would do, and he would 
extend his loyal support to Mr. Turner 
in the house. He was assured of one 
thing, thut Mr. Turner and bis colleagues 
had worked for the good and prosperity 
of (he province. The prosperity of the 
province had arisen from their action. 
He preferred to trust Mr. Turner rather 
than a man who had recently come into 
the province with all thut he possessed 
in a carpet bug and could get, out as eas- 
ily. If the people who jiad had able 
statesmen to guide their destinies were 
prepared to accept such a usurper, he 
(the speaker) was not. Any govern- 
ment that would conserve the laws, and 
protect the jurisdiction of the courts of 
this province could depend on him thor- 
oughly. (Loud applause). 

Mr. Joint Grant closed the meeting 
with a few factious remarks during 
which he referred to the fact that in the 
present government, the tail wagged the 
dog, ami not the dog the tail. He cull- 
ed on the meeting to do all iu its power 
to throw the tail where it belonged — 
the other side of the Rocky mountains.

One ot the most Interesting characters 
in Russia is the man who is trying to 
have an audience with the Czar. Near- 
ly every day somebody turns up in St. 
Petersburg with a pet scheme or reform 
which he wants to bring to "His Majes- 
ty's not ice," and he often hangs about 
the city an entire winter, wailing, gen- 
erally hopelessly, I for a presentation. 
Some have plans to lay before him about 
Siberia and the freeing of the prisoners 
there; others seeking mercy for suppos- 
edly persecuted soots in the south; and 
still others desire that lie take an inter- 
est in this and that railway project. One 
wanderer from New Zealand was anx- 
ious to confer with him about making 
Russia a republic. 

Proliahly not ten out of every thous- 
and who make an effort to see him suc- 
ceed, but these few take up more of his 
time than a. president of one of our great 
railroads would lie willing to sacrifice to 
such visitors. There is a long road to 
travel before one can puss the door of 
his "office" in the winter palace. It. is 
said that the most difficult man in Eur- 
ope tn meet is the Emperor of Austria, 
hut I doubt very much whether he is 
surrounded with any more protection 
and "straw-men" than the Czar is. To 
get at him one must first of all find some 
one who will introduce the would-be cal- 
ler lo the minister of the court. 

The poor peasants who also come to 
St- Petersburg with tales of woe to tell 
to the "little father" have to give up nil 
hope of getting to this official, and gen- 
erally go direct to the winter palace and !

alliance In the Roberts family, each one 
of ids wives Is healthy, strong and well 
contented with her present lot, nnd until 
Informed by the various "resolutlohnry" 
bodies throughout the country was never 
aware or the terrible condition of life 
into which she bad fallen. 

From all the evidence which has hoen 
gathered together It docs not appear that 
Mr. Roberts lias ever beaten any of bis

Ho has not only 
one such borne, but he has three, for It 
appears that tlio tripartite Roberts alli- 
ance Is something like our own great 
union of stntes— sovereign In the individual- 
ity of each one and Inseparable against 
the world. 

» The city of Salt Lake knows three pleas- 
ant little homes, each presided over by 
a Mrs. Roberts, Two of these ladles, so 
local history Informs us, have been In the 
past and are still to-day to eacli other the 
same as sisters. In sickness and In health 
have they tested each other's friendship 
nnd affection time and utriiln. The third 
Mrs. Roberts Is a later coiner, and does 
not appear to boar the same close rela- 
tions to the other two that they do to 
each other. She is n doctor by profes 
sion, and her life has been much In the 
busy world. This, probably, accounts In 
sonic degree for the hick of Intimacy, 
but nothing has over been related by the 
most captions critic showing anything but 
the most friendly relations between the 
three wives. 

When Mr. Roberts married these wo- 
men he was permitted to do so by the law 
of the United States territory In which 
be lived.

"Mr. Roberts may be a polygamlst, n 
Mormon, perhaps, and not a Christian In 
the general acceptance of the word." said 
one of the most prominent members of 
congress in conversation with your corres- 
pondent, "but he will certainly receive 
the praise of every true, noble man for 
having continued to maintain In comfort 
and contentment the women who In earl- 
ier veins plighted to him their troth, de- 
suite the fact that the law of n great na- 
tion gave him the power to cast them 
adrift to live In poverty or die, as 11 cold, 
unfeeling world mlglil decree." 

This sentiment lias been echoed again nnd 
ngnln bv mnnv prominent legislators. Ii 
is not likely that there will ever be any 
debate upon the matter la the house of 
representatives, but if It should be forced 
upon the house the pages of the congres- 
sional record for that pa rt of the session 
will contain some very Interesting read- 
ing.

Some of the great Russian realists hnvi 
110 style, but they are great artists. Then 
was a time when to write well was an ex 
ceptlon, and people who did It were sun 
posed to lie great. Now so many write 
well that It ■ ..iistllutes no longer any par 
tieulnr distinction. Real art consists ii: 
the presentation of Ideas In Images, and 
power of seeing In linages, and of repro 
dlicing Imaginatively; what Is thus seen Ii 
wholly Independent of style. And, more 
words often stand In the way of art. A 
man writes a pretty style. There may be no 
Idea or Image beneath It. but you Anglo- 
Saxons say: 'Ifa! Here Is a man with n 
style, a great artist!' Hut he Is no artist. 
He Is a mere decorator, trivial and empty. 
He doesn't seize earnestly on to life and 
tell the truth about It. Now and then, 
indeed. I see Indications of real art In 
your writers— great Images, great charac- 
ters, great truth, but all 'merely In sug- 
gestion. You don't know when yon do 
anything good, nnd most of you don't like 
It when you see It. You prefer an excit- 
ing plot to a ureal delineation of charac- 
ter. Sometimes you throw oir. often in 
newspapers, something that Indicates great 
talent, real art, but you cover It up with 
nn Indistinguishable mass of rubbish. Yon 
don't know what you are after. Yon have 
no method.

Tims talks the Russian prophet. He Is 
a robust, earnest man. who Is trying to 
make bond and tail out of contemporary 
English literature.

Seattle, -Ian. 20.— In a small frame 
dwelling a mile south of the town of Sil- 
verdtUe, Kitsap county, there occurred 
yesterday morning one of the most hor- 
rible, cold-blooded and ghastly murders 
ever recorded in this state. David Wil- 
liam., ex-county surveyor, shot and hill- 
ed his wife, and then turning the vveu- 
puou upon himself, committed suicide. 

The news was brought to Seattle yes- 
terday by .1. I'. Riddcll, postmaster at 
Trncyton, a small village about three 
miles south of Silverdule, and about two 
miles from the scene of the double trag- 
edy- 

It seems that the little house was ten- 
anted by David Williams, his wife, his 
wife's younger brother anil a little boy 
who had been adopted by the family. 
Williams was a man of good standing 
and though a. half-breed, was well edu- 
cated, belonged to a good family, had 
seme musienJ skill, and had formerly 
served as the surveyor for Kitsap 
county. 

Wiliams was reputed to be n man of 
peaceable character, ami hud never been 
known to have any trouble whatever 
with his wife. Young Mitchell, how- 
ever Mrs. Williams" brother, says that 
his sister told him before the shooting 
occurred that she had noticed something 
strange in her husband's conduct for 
several (lavs past, and as this is about 
the only statement available on the sub- 
ject, the theory of insanity seems likely 
to be adopted. 

Early yesterday morning the smother- 
ed report of a shotgun heavily loaded 
broke the still air around the little dwel- 
ling. Young Mitchell glanced toward 
the sound and saw his sister fall a 
corpse at. the feet of her husband, who 
held the smoking gun in his hands. Mit- 
chell was too horrified for speech; be- 
sides he was unarmed and totally un- 
able 'to cope with the man physically, 
lie turned and lied from the spot in wild 
terror but determined to seek the near- 
est aid null advice. The first man to 
reach the house was Joseph bowler, win 
alter taking in the situation feared * 
enter the house alone. At this time it 
appears that Mrs. Williams was dead, 
and that Williams had shot himself, but 
was still alive. Fowler sought the aid 
of Sheriff Joseph Sacknmn. but altogeth- 
er it was two hours before they got into 
the house. , , , 

During this two hours that intervened 
between the shooting of Mrs. Williams 
and the entrance of the men to the house 
Williams had shot himself no less than 
three times, and that With a breech- 
hading shot-gun. As the third shot 
was fired, just before the sheriff and 
Mr Fowler went into the house, it can 
easily bo seen what strong nerve and de- 
termination Williams had shown. 

The method by which he contrived to 
discharge the gun is not. known, but lie 
had to insert a shell in the gun for each 
of the three shots. Two of the wounds 
looked as if either of them would have 
been necessarily fatal. One was a. gap- 
ing aperture- through the lower part of 
the chin or upper part of the throat. 
This wound had evidently been made 
with the gun pointed upward. A sec- 
ond showed that a heavy load ot shot 
had boon discharged directly in the 
mouth, with the gun "probably in the 
same position as when it made the other 
wcund Mr. Riddell does not know 
where the other wound took effect. 

The wound which ended Mrs. Wil- 
liams life thus suddenly and awfully, 
was in her side, and from the account, 
given bv young Mitchell, her death must 
have been instantaneous. 

Mrs. Williams is said to have been a 
very estimable woman, some years youn- 
ger than her husband, who was about 
§4 or 35 years old. She was formerly 
Miss Mitchell, and belonged to the fam- 
ily after which Mitchell's Point, near 
Sidney, is named. She was rather ac- 
complished, ami share* her husbands 
musical tastes, he playing the violin and 
-die the organ and other instruments. 

The only human eye that, possibly wit- 
nessed the entire tragedy from beginning 
to end was "Joev." the little adopted boy 
who is probably too young to give a co- 
herent account of what took place.

NEWS OF THE ORIENT. 

Lawlessness of Chinese Soldiers Makes 
Demand for Larger British Gar- 
risons. 

Late Japanese papers contain much 
important news of tin." Orient. Com- 
menting editorially on a reported out- 
rage by lawless Chinese soldiers near 
Peking the Shanghai Press says:— 

"The news we publish to-day from our 
Peking correspondent is by no means re- 
assuring. The undisciplined troops of 
Tung Fuhsiang are still bearing out the 
character which they earned of lawless- 
ness, and we are sorry to have to add 
that the legation guards have as a rule 
behaved little better. Affairs in Peking 
are evidently in a critical state, and the 
winter is approaching when access from 
the south will become impossible. Al- 
together a crisis is evidently within 
measurable distance, and it is noticeable 
that no one seems to be prepared. Our 
English garrisons in China in spite of 
concurrence of warnings are evidently 
insullieient, and nothing is to be hoped 
for from common action amongst the 

'' ""The lessons to he learned from Crete 
are all thrown away and no one is sulll- 
ciently master of the sil nation to act. 
Altogether the prospects during the win- 
ter are of the most threatening nature, 
yet our government does not seem to re- 
cognize the danger, and we are drifting 
into a position from which it will be ditil- 
cillt to escape without serious loss ol 
prestige. China is in fact rapidly disin- 
tegrating. Szeehuau is in open revolt, 
the South is iu a state of utter disorgan- 
ization, Chihli is dominated by a disor- 
dering rabble, who set at naught the 
governmental decrees, and the only pro- 
vinces where a semblance of order pre- 
vails are the Liang Hu and the lower 
provinces of the Yangtsze. Such are 
the effects of the return to power of the 
reactionary party at Peking It m to t>£ 
hoped that the horrors of the Lietan 
revolt will not find their counterpart in 
China."

From the Scuttle Post-Intelllgeacer. 

Washington, Jan. 10.— Severe criti- 
cisms have been passed by high officials 
in the state department and by mem- 
bers of the Anglo-American commission 
upon the neglect of the American con- 
suls in Canada and British Columbia to 
report the action of the British Columbia 
parliament iu excluding American citi- 
zens from the mining lields. 

The only information possessed by the 
department or commission is contained 
in telegrams and copies of papers filed 
by the Post-Intolilgencer correspondent, 
That copy of the Post-Intelligencer con- 
taining full text of the discriminating 
measures, and the comments of the Am- 
erican citizens upon it, was tiled to-day 
as a part of the official records of the 
joint high commission. 

No facts have been communicated to 
the state department and not until to- 
day did Die American members of the 
commission know the scope of the bill. 

The settlement of the lumber schedule 
has become somewhat mixed up with the 
mining regulations. It was originally 
intended that the only free lumber from 
Canada should be that valued at more 
than if'.jO, which would restrict importa- 
tions to a few lines of white pine. After 
this was agreed upon practically, the 
Canadians re-opened matters and it still 
remains a point under controversy. 

Then it was that Commissioner Kas- 
son, an behalf of the Americans, brought 
in his clause covering mining regulations, 
and had it adopted. It is very full and 
gives to Americans every possible right 
in Canadian placer and quartz mining, 
while granting to Canadians the advant- 
ages conveyed by the amendment of 
March last. All this was done before 
any knowledge on the part of the com- 
mission that the province of British Co- 
lumbia was legislating t prevent Ameri- 
cans from entering the Atlin district. 

Commissioner Kasson, when shown the 
bill to-day by the Post-lntclligencer cor- 
respondent, said he had never heard of 
it, except through newspaper despatches 
and these had not before conveyed the 
full importance of the measure. He took 
the copy of the Post-Intelligencer con- 
taining the bill and the comments upon 
it, and said he would bring it officially 
to the attention of the Canadians at the 
next meeting of the commission. 

In the meantime, Congressman Lewis 
called upon the secretary of the com- 
mission and Bled in the name of the peo- 
ple of the state of Washington a formal 
protest against any action that might 
embarrass future investments by citizens 
of that state. He stated that the Wash- 
iugtonians had by their investment of 
capital developed the placer districts of 
Britisli Columbia. 

Lord Herschell and Sir Louis Davies 
assured the Post-Intelligencer correspon 
dent that there was no intention on the 
part of the representatives of Canada to 
give to Americans treatment other than 
•that accorded to their countrymen by the 
United States. Despite the assurance, 
there is a belief on the part, of many 
members of congress that the passage of 
the law is intended to act as a club 
upon the American members of the com- 
mission, compelling further concessions 
in the matter of free coal and low lum- 
ber tariff. , 

Sir Louis Davies, when his attention 
was called to the law, said he would 
construe it t have the same effect as 
the American provision in the mining 
law passed last March, under which an 
alien may not. locate mining claims, but 
may acquire their title. This view is 
not held by any of the Americans who 
lmve read the law. 

Senators who are interested in mining 
matters are ready to take arbitrary steps 
if the reciprocal convention does not ful- 
ly protect American interests. 

Ottawa, Jan. li).— Questioned to-day as 
to what action the Dominion government 
would take in the British Columbia bill 
excluding aliens from placer mining in 
that province, the Secretary of State 
said that nothing could be done until the 
hill had been received ami considered by 
the federal cabinet. He said that it was 
the policy of the government not to in- 
terfere in matters coming within the jur- 
isdiction of the provincial legislature, 
but intimated that as this bill would have 
a far-reaching effect and be liable to cre- 
ate international friction, as well as to 
restrict immigration and labor, the power 
of the federal government could be in- 
voked to disallow it. It is believed here 
that such will be the action of the ad- 
ministration when t no bill comes for- 
ward for consideration by the Ottawa 
government. 

Seattle, Jan. 20.— Acting Secretary 
Prosch, of the Seattle chamber of com- 
merce, last evening received tin- follow- 
ing message from Congressman Lewis at 
Washington: "The Canadian members 
of the American-Canadian commission 
assure me to-night that the commission 
has agreed on international mining terms 
which vitiate the Victoria act."
